Progress of the Silver Pool 


Mr. Dockery Telis Why He Wished to 
Delay the Testimony. 


The Committee Had No Desire to 
Shield the Speculators. 


Yesterday's Sessions of the House 
and Senate-This Co!lnage Ques- 
tion Further Considered— 
Interstate Commerce. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASUINGTON, Jan. 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Gen. Boynton testi- 
led in the silver-pool investigation 
today. He said that he sent a message 
to Dunnell of the New York Times, on 
which the dispatch was based, stating 
that Dingley and Payne, members of 
the committee, bad said that they 
would not have gone into the investi- 
gation if they had supposed that such 
a revelation regarding Senator Cam- 
eron would be made. The gentleman 
who had informed him (Boynton) 
bad been in tho room and 
heard the conversation between 
Messrs. Dingley and Payne. Each 
was, explaining, appareutiy, that he 
had no kuowledge or expectation 
that such testimouy was to come out, 
expressing surprise at the testimony 
and practically apologizing to each 
other that it had come out in the in- 
vestigation. 

Mr. Diugley said that it was entirely 
possible that he might have said that 
he regretted exceedingly that any 
congressman should have done any 
act which made it necessary that such 
facts should be brought out, but that 
was very different from the statement 
that the committee would have kept 
the testimony out or purposely de- 
layed it.

Younewoop (Pa.,) Jan, 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Ooe hundred and 
seven bodies had been taken from the 
ill-fated mine of Frick & Co. at Mam- 
moth, up to 10 o'clock this morning, 
and it was then estimated that the re- 
mains of at least seventeen more vie- 
tims of yesterday s explosion were still 
in the pit. Nobody siept in Mammoth 
last night. In every home in the little 
mining hamlet there was mourning. Io 
little one-story houses, seantily fur- 
nished, illuminated with tallow gan- 
dies, mother, wife, sister or sweetheart 
went to bed in silence. After the ex- 
plosion yesterday the news of the wreck 
spread rapidly among the mines and 
miners’ homes. Couriers carried the 
dreadful news hither and thither to 
families dashed from the comforts of 
home into the depth of grief and de- 
spair. The scenes at these miners’ 
cottages can readily be imagined. 

Within an incredibly short time the 
entra.ice to the shaft swarmed with an 
engel, anxious crowd of men, women 
and children some of whom could only 
with great difficulty be kept at a safe 
distance. As the bodies of the vic- 
tims, mangled by the terrible force of 
the explosion, or burned almost out of 
human sembiance, were brought up 
from the yawning depths, the crowd 
of watchers pushed forward to the pit 
mouth for a ylimpse of recognition. 
Hosts of wives and mothers stood still 
in fear that their loved ones were 
amoung the dead. Tears coursed down 
bronzed and bearded cheeks, and were 
dashed away by brawny hands that 
had swung the pick many years, ‘The 
rescuing party proceeded with their 
grim task, and the crowd of watchers 
silently looked on. 

Fifty coffins arrived from Pittsburgh 
this morning, and another. balf bun- 


dred reached here tonight. An 
additional order for twenty-five 
more was sent this morning. ‘Lhe 


ause of the explosion is nat yet 
rmined. The Coroner is on the 
grovod and a thorough investigation 
will be made. Aroli-callof all the 
miners is in progress and by this the 
exact numberof the missing will be 
known. The rescuing party is working 
with energy, and the wreck in the shaft 
is being fast cleared up. 

An official ef the Frick Company 
said this morning: It may never be 
known how orwhy the explosion oc- 
curred. ‘Lhe accumulation of fire 
damp was probably the cause, but it 
was never known to exist in any quan- 
tity before. In fact, it may be said tbat 
the Mammoth mine has been free from 
damp. There is a theory that a pocket 
of natural gas was reached and that 
the operation of the ventilating fans 
now prevents any accumulation of it. 
It is not necessary that every one in 
the mine be killed when an explosion 
occurs. The explosive may stay in one 
particular section and may uot render 
mine useless, as when the 
volume is so groatas to teach every 
part of the pit. In this case it was con- 
fined to one portion and the miners in 
the other portion escaped.” 

Never in the history of American 
coal mining has there been such au un- 
expected accident with such complete 
annihilation of all within its reach. 
The Mammoth mine has been notable 
always as being particularly free from 
gas. Hundreds of safety gauge lamps 
were provided for the miners by the

THE EXAMPLE OF ORANGE 
COUNTY. 


There are some figures in relation to 
Orange county to which we have 
already referred, but which will bear 
repeating at the present moment. The 
assessed value of property in Orange 
county in 1889 was $10,012,334. De- 
ducting 174 per cent., the ratio of 
reduction for 1890 in Los Angeles 
county, we have $8,260,176 as what the 
assessment of Orange county for 1890 
should be. Instead of this, it is 
$9,018,748, so that the citizens of Orange 
county are paying taxes on $758,572 
more than they would have had to pay 


it they bad remained in Los Angeles 


county, at a $1.75 rate. The taxes on 

758,572 at $1.75 are $18,275. Add to 
this 25 cents per $100 difference in rate 
against Orange county—$22,545—and 
the debt to Los Augeles county, $15,- 
800, and we have a total of $51,620, 
which Orange county is, so far, out on 
the deal. 

It is difficult to see how any taxpay- 
ers can be fooled into the belief that 
this county division scheme is anything 
but a movement for the benefit of poli- 
ticians, office-seekers and owners of 
real estate at the county seat. Who 
is to gain by this division, except these 
people? Can anyone tell us? So far, 
we have beard of no valid reason for

THE STATE PRINTER’S OFFICE 


The Sacramento Record- Union makes 
a lengthy argument in favor of the 
election of the State Printer by the 
voters. After showing that nothing is 
gained by the State in making the 
office appointive, the Record-Union 
says: 

There is no reason whatever why the 
State office should not be conducted as eco- 
nomicaily and produce as weil and cheaply 
as the establishment of a private job printer. 
But it never can do that, as long as outside 
agencies have the power to fill subordinate 
positions. Noone is ignorant of the fact 
that when a new superintendent goes into 
office a multitude of applicants swarm for 
positions, But few of them, however, apply 
to him alone; the struggle is, and aiways 
has been, to bring to bear influences upon 
him related to the appointing power, or to 
those supposed to be capable of influencing 
the Executive, or the active workers to 
whom the Governor may feel that he is 
under some obligations, or to whom, because 
of their position in society or in the Srate. 
it is assumed he will give ear. Indeed, it is 
no secret Whatever that the struggie for 
place in the printing departmant begins 
aw.y back in the carcus, the prim iry and 
the convention, and includes aud iutermed- 
dies with the selection of nominees for 
almost, if not all, other State and even of 
national positions, 

Now, to elect the stperiatendent will in- 
sure, toa great extent, bis 
His subordinates will be those of his choos- 
ing. He alone will be responsible for thera, 
and they will be respousibie to him only. 
There will be none, or very few, who can, 
because of “pulis” in other directious, snap 
their üngers at him and defy him to displace 
them, no matier how incompetent they are 
or how ind fferent to industrious discharge 
of their duties. 


The Record-Union then goes on to 
argue that the people would choose in- 
dependent and competent superin- 
tendents because “no party would as- 
sume the risk of nominating any 
other,” This does not by any means 
follow: Iustauces are unfortunately 
only too common of the nomination of 
officials who were neither independent 
norcompetent. There may be good 
reasons why the State Printer should 
be elected; in fact, as a rule, the less 
appointive officers there are the better, 
but it will not do toconcluds that we 
shall always, iu this manner; obtain 
better public servants. 


THE State Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee has decided to recommend the 
passage of a constitutional amend- 
ment creating a board of pardons, con- 
sisting of the Governor, Secretary of 
State, Controller and warden of the 
State prison. This would be a decided 
improvement on the present system.

The Fate of the Force Bill May De- 
pend on His Daath.

The fate of the Force Bill may turn 
upon the lite of Senator Hearst, the 
brave California Democrat who is 
struggling with death at his home in 
this city. The Senator was a little 
better today than he has been of late, 
but itis only a question of time when 
he goes, and the most sanguine of the 
skiliful physicians around his bedside 
scarcely hope te see him survive a 
week,

The Revised Statutes provide that a 
vacancy in the Senate from any State 
during a session of the Legislature 
shall be acted upon on the second 
Tuesday after the Legislature has or- 
ganized and has notice of such 
vacancy. 

If Senator Hearst survives over 
Tuesday, therefore, the Legislature 
cannot proceed to choose his successor 
until February 10 and the man chosen 
cannot be here before the 15th or 20th. 
In case of a prolonged contest In the 
Legislature the date of final choice 
might be thrown past the time when 
a vote for the Force Biil would be of 
any use. If the Democrats in either 
House of the Legjslature were stronger 
than they are, they might delay an 
election by breaking the quorum, and 
the battle over the Force Bill would be 
transferred from the Potomac to the 
distant capital in the Sacramento 
valley. 

All that they can hope to accom- 
plish, however, in view of their small 
numbers, is to offer terms to one of the 
Republican factions which will con- 
tend for the Senatorship. They might 
in this way secure @# Republican sena- 
tor who would vote as Senator Hearst 
would do, and as Senator Stanford, the 
present Republican Senator, proposed 
todo. Itis quite possible that even 
without the intervention of the Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature a 
Republican will be chosen who will 
vote with Senator Stanford, but there 
isenough uncertainty in the situation 
to make the death chamber of the 
popular Californian the object of all 
eyes and thoughts until death comes or 
the 4th of March puts an end to the 
Fifty-first Congress.

WATERMAN’S PARDONS. 


His Explanations and Boruck’s do 
Not Agree. 22 
San Franciseo 

The late Gov. Waterman and his 
late secretary, Boruck, have strayed 
80 far apart in the attempt to find ex- 
cuses for the carnival of pardons in 
which their administration danced 
down to obscurity that we are com- 
pelled in pity to lift them up and bring 
them together. Mr. Boruck has pub- 
lished a long statement in which he 
explains th t the reason why Mr. 
Waterman let out the worse if not the 
larger part of Warden McComb’s 
clientele was thatso many distinguished 
people asked him to. He introduces 
the names of said distinguished people 
in evidence, marked Exhibit A.“ 

This apology is ingenious, but it does 
not hitch with that of Mr. Waterman 
himself. The ex-Guvernor—what a 
boon that ex“ is to the State—has 
frequently explained that he granted 
pardons only after a long and labori- 
ous consumption of the midnight oil in 
studying the merits of each particular 
case. Ile announced before the riot 
began that he believed there were two 
hundred innocent men in the prisons, 
and that he meant to set them free as 
soon as he could find out which they 
were. 

Of the two explanations, that of Mr. 
Waterman comes the nearer to a 
valed excuse, but we are inclined to 
believe that Mr. Boruck’s is nearer 
the truth. Tobe sure, when he said 
that the offer of, $750 from Northey’s 
father was declined we feel as if we 
should like corroborative evidence. 

But what sort of governor is it that 
grants pardons to any criminal whocan 
get people to ask for them? Does not 
Mr. Waterman know that petitions of 
this sort can be circulated with success 
by anybody with sufficient assurance. 
The people expect a governor to have 
sufficient firmness to resist such ap- 
peals except when bis own judgment 
tella him they should be granted. Mr. 
Waterman’s back appears to have 
been as weak as his head. 


_DE YOUNG'S AMBITION. 


‘Ona Still Hunt for the United States 
Senatorship. 
[San Francisco Post Jan. 27.] 

Mr. M. H. de Young was very active 
yesterday. Oa Saturday evening he 
arrived from the East, where he basked 
in the bright light of New York society. 
Ou Sunday he took a spin through the 
park to take the sea air, to brace him 
tor the werk of yesterday. 

His first business was with W. W. 
Stow. It has been reported that that 
tine old man, Senator Hearst, is at the 
point of death and the prospective 
vacant Senatorship ia in Sight. 
For many years Mr. de Young 
uns thrived upon abusing the rail- 
road, and his special object of attack 
has been W W. Stow, who, the public 
thinks, bas something todo with that 
organization. Time brings sweet re- 
venge. So when Mr. de Young climbed 
the steps to pay his respects and 
solicit the aid of Mr. Stow yesterday, 
the eyes of that elderly gentleman 
must have twinkled with pleasure and 
his generous heart must bave beat a 
trifle faster. . 

But Mr. de Young is a man of busi- 
ness and affairs, and he allows no 
reminiscence to deter him from his 
purpose, and his fine sense of humor 
does not pause to enjoy the joke he 
makes of himself when there is an 
affair of moment on hand. So he came 
at once to the point and asked Mr, 
Stow whether he, Mr. de Young, couid 
be elected to the Uuited States Senate 
in the event of Hearst’s death.

So he 
had to evade or decline the honor of 
falling in the procession behind Mr. de 
Young’s banner. 

And then what happened? Thepub- 
lic will hardly believe it, but it is true. 
Mr. de Young dispatched a note to 
Col. C. F. Crocker, begging for an 
audience late in the afternoon. Mr. 
Crocker conseuted to meet Mr. de 
Young, andinthe afternoon the two 
came together. And what could the 
two gentlemen say? Mr. de Young 
went there to ask a favor—that the 
railroad support him for the United 
States Senate; and on what terms? 
None dther than that his journal’s 
influence should be neutral, and that 
he should be neutral in railroad 
matters. In other words he wanted 
the railroad collar buckled on bis neck, 
and he wanted to trot in the railroad 
procession to Washington. But 
strange to say his request to be a rail- 
road man had to be refused by Col.

A Contest Between Gigantic Cor- 
porations and the People.

The Pacific railroad companies are 
marshalling theircohorts atthe na- 
tional capital to defeat the payment of 
the railroads’ debts to the government. 
They will ask Congress to extend the 
time for the liquidation of the princi- 
pal and to lowery the rate of interest. 
They want the time postponed 100 
years, aud the rate of interest re- 
duced to 2 per cent. per an- 
num. The effrontery if such a demand 
is simply appalling, aud may well ex- 
cite the appreleusion of the people of 
this country as to the future audacity 
of these and other railway corpora- 
tions. The Central and Union Pacific 
roads now owe the Goverument 8126.

A REVENUE CONCESSION. 


Sweet Wine will Be Released After 
Fair Sampies Are Taken. 

SAN FRANcisco, Jan, 28.—{By the 
Associated Press.] Internal Revenue 
Collector Mason has just rendered a 
decision of great importance to the 
sweet-wine makers of California. He 
formerly ruled that grapes could not 
run over 26} per cent. of sugar in order 
to make sweet wine. As a majority of 
the California grapes ran over that fig- 
ure, the growers would have been put 
to great expense if the ruling had been 
enforced. In order to obviate such a 
hardship, Internal Revenue Collector 
Sears telegraphed to Washington sug- 
gesting the followirg plan: 

I recommend that a quart sample 
of each cask of winebe taken 
the presénce of the sweet-wine 
deputy collector and gauger, 
piles to be true and ot the agreed-upon | 
average wine of each cask; the bottles to 
be sealed and labeled, numbered aua signed 
by the sweet-wine maker, deputy and 
gvuger. When the samples have been 
taken, the labels signed and attached, then 
the order for detention to be revoked and 
the wine returned to the owners for sale or 
removal, the samplesto be held as evidence 
in all questions arising. it would seem 
that the Government is thus fully protected, 
while the wine-makers are free from possi- 
ble financial complications. if not insol- 
vency. 

To this telegram, Commissioner 
Mason yesterday replied that the pian 
might be followed except in cases 
where parties are guilty of fraud. 


CANNERY TRUST. 


Syndicate Formed with a Capital of 
$5,000,000. 
SAN Francisco, Jan. 28. — The 
Chronicle says that last Saturday a 
meeting of the representatives of the 
fruit canning establishments was held 
in this city for the purpose of deciding 
on some action to better business. 
It was decided to form a syndi- 
cate with a capital of 55,000. 
000, the owners of the canneries 
agreeing to sell their establish- 
ments on a basis of two-thirds cash 
and one-third stock in the syndicate. 
It was onnounced that $2,000,000 was in 
bank for purchasing the canneries. 
The new syndicate will be styled the 
California Fruit Canneries, limited, 
with 50,000 shares of stock at 850 
per share. Eleven trustees shall 
govern the consolidation, which 
shall run for fifty years. Each 
cannery will remain under the 
same management as at present, the 
general direction of the business, how- 
ever, lying with committees. Other 
canneries in addition to those first 
joining may be purchased from time to 
time, All owners of canneries in this 
State, with one exceotion, have joined 
the compact, and 15,000 shares of stock 
were subscribed fér. Committees on 
finance, selling, auditing, manufactur. 
ing and purchasing of canneries, con- 
sisting of three members each, were 
appointed.

Mrs. Deitz was found lying on the 
floor, slot through the heart, and ber 
husband lay close by. The bodies 
were found at II o'clock, and, 45 
Deitz was seen outside his quarters at 
6 o’clock this morning, the shooting 
must have occurred between these 
hours. 

Deitz and wife had lived on 
island about two years, and had one 
child, a boy 3 years old. The deceased 
surgeon entered the army in 1883, and 
had the rank of captain. He wus ofa 
jovial disposition, and apparently 
lived happily with bis wife. It is gen- 
erally believed that he was insane 
when he committed the deed. 

The Coroner’s Jury held an inquest 
this evening on the bodies of Deitz and 
wife, and rendered a verdict that Deitz 
had killed his wife and himself. Two 
pieces of paper were found in the 
room. One consisted of rambling 
speculations on life, and was headed 
““Meditations Morituri.“ ‘The ot 
read as follows:

THE HOP-GROWERS. 


An Important Meeting of the State 
Association at Sacramento. 

SACRAMENTO; Jan. 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The called meeting 
of the State Hop-growers’ Association 
was held in this city today.

Messrs. Fiint, 
Camp and Lovedell were appointed a 


committee to take charge ot the bills 


for legislative action.

A Citizen on Whom a Close Watch

The methods by which 7. ay Gould and 
others have recently come into posses- 
sion of ali of the transcontinental! lines 
would have been possible nowhere else 
on earth. They bear most striking 
testimony to the power of concentrated 
wealth and to the dapgers that threaten 
the ew when that power is mis- 
use 

itis clear enough that the recent 
stringency in money in New York was 
due in a measure to the wanipulation 
of Gould and his associates. O.ber 
causes contributed to the tightness of 
the market, but these were foreseen 
and takeu advantage of by him. As u 
result of the pressure he was abie to 
purchase at low rates millions of dol- 
lars worth of stock, the possession of 
which wili give him control of mauy 
hitherto beyond his reach, 

Vith about one-quarter f the railroad 
mileage in the United | States pow in 
his grasp, the people may soun be con- 
fronted with the possibility of the eu- 
tire system falling into his hands. 
There are a few interests that might 
give him battle, but the tendency ap- 
pears to be toward coalition rather 
than hostility. 

W ituout considering the manifest in- 
justice of the means employed by Mr, 
Gouid to accomplish these results, beg- 
garing Lhousands and unsettiing pub- 
lic coufideuce by disturbing the fipauces 
of a nation, it is enough at present for 
the people to contemplate the fuct 
that one man, and he a mau whose 
whole career has shown him to be de- 
void of honor or honesty, is now in 
control of railroads aggregating nearly 
40,000 miles in leugth and extending 
from ocean to oceau and from lakes to 
guif—a system twice as extensive as 
that of ali Great Britain and Ireland, 
twice as large as that of all Russie") 
nearly twice as large as that of ali 
Germany and twice as large as that of 
all France. A citizen so poweriul agait 
this amounts to is at least an interest- 
ing study in a republic, and one on 
Whom other citizens, jealous of the 
power that they themselves bestow, 
would do well to keep a closer watcu 
than they do.

A Few Nuts for the Growlers 
Crack. 

There are a good many men in 
town who are too lazy to work (in 
the literal acceptation of the 
word,) who spend a good portion of 
their time in running down Pasadena 
us a town, and Southern California as 
a country. Not possessing enough en- 
ergy to earn a comfortable livelihood, 
they goon the supposition that it is 
the fault of their surroundings, and so 
they seek consolation in harping con- 
tinualiy on the threadbare topic of 
financial and agricultural depression. 
The wonder is that such dissatisfied 
mortals don’t leave for better parts. 
The town would be benefited by their 
absence. 

Surely there is a bright side to our 
agricultural conditions, and it busi- 
ness ig not what it should be. is it 
likely due to the fact these conditions 
have not been properly taken advan- 
tage of. Whatever ground of com- 
plaint there may in other parts of 
the country, where the ravayes of 
drought, storm and cold have brought 
on a condition of want and destitu- 
tion to be deplored with sadness, 
surely there is no reason for despond- 
ency among the people of this favured 
section, where the labor of the orcbard- 
ist and the farmer is so abundantly 
rewarded. Would those who see noth- 
ing but agricultural Cepression, and 
who are ever disparaging the value of 
the products of the soil by the asser- 
tion that fruit-raising or farming 
don’t pay, put equal energy into ex- 
alting these industries, there would be 
less discontent and more success. 
Nothing is more prolific of half-hearted 
effort and failure than this element of 
discouragement engendered and fos- 
tered by the false assertion that fruit- 
raising don’t pay, to support which 
the growler cites the case of a thrift- 
less or ignorant orcnardist. 

We have in mind a man lately ar- 
rived here from tbe East. He came 
primarily to benefit his health, and to 
enguge in the fruit business in case he 
found ita lucrative occupation. 
fortunately he met the wrong people at 
the start,from whom he heard such 
discouraging reports that he had about 
given up all idea of even attempting 
to cultivate a tree. He, however, 
consented to discuss the matter with a 
practical orchardist—a man who un- 
derstands bis business, who has given 
his undivided attention to it, and who 
ae made piles of money from his 

hard. The interview was so satis- 
fa tory to the visitor that he already 
has determined to make his home 
among us and raise fruit for a living. 

This is but an example. Ours is a 

and country, rich in all its resources. 

w gives probably the most prodigious 
and varied yield of any land under 
the sun. If, then, there is business 
depression, who 18 to blame but the 
people themselves? It is a striking 
example of rich opportunities going to 
waste. When the orange trees, the 
deciduous fruit trees and all the other 
kind of trees cease to be neglected, 
when the land is praperiy cultivated 
and thriving orchards take the place 
of vacant town lots, when the whole 
valley is a succession of carefully- 
cared-for farms and vineyards and 
orchards, then indeed will we prosper.

How Much English Blood Has Queen 
Victoria? 

Los ANGELES, Jan. 24, 1891.—|To 
the Editor of TE Times.} In a com- 
munication to THE TIMES some two 
weeks ago, correcting an erroneous 
item of one of your contemporaries on 
“Italian Royalty.“ I particularly 
pointed out that the Queen of Italy 
was not of the immediate origin as- 
cribed to her: I used these words: 
due (the Queen of Italy.) has about as 
much Saveyard blood in her as the 
Queen of England has of pure English 
biood—i. e. you must go back more 
than two centuries to find it.“ 

A triend of mine, a British subject, 
took exception to this, so far as the 
Euglish Queen is concerned. I showed 
my friend that since the Princess Mar- 
guret, the daughter of Heury VII. 
the present Queen of England could 
claim no puely English ancestor. 
Margaret was born in 1489, and died in 
1541; in other words, Queen Victoria is 
removed from pure Euglish blood by 
more than three centuries and a half. 
She is almost, it may be said, of pure 
German blood, and she is none the 
worse for that. 

For those that care about such things, 
it is very interesting to look at Queen 
Victoria’s. descent. The last mon- 
archs of Eugland who could be called 
purely English, were Henry VIII and 
his two children, Edward VI. (whose 
mother was Jane Seymour) and Queen 
Elizabeth, (whose motber was Anne 
Boleyn.) Mary, Known as bloody 
Mary,“ was in reality more foreign 
than Euglish, for she, was the daugh- 
ter Catherine of Aragon. and her hus- 
band was the despotic Phillip II of 
Spain. The last of the children of 
Henry VIII died without heigs in the 
person of Queen Elizabeth in 1603, and 
then it was that England had to have 
recourse to the heirs of Princess Mar- 
garet, (sister of Henry VIII) to fill the 
the throne. That Princess married 
three times—her first husband being 
James IVof Scotland, by whom she 
had James V, who, marrying a French 
had as a 
daughter Mary Queen of Scots. Prin- 
cess Margaret’s second husband was 
Archibald Douglas, Earl of Angus, 
by whom she had a daughter 
named Margaret Douglas, who in 
time was marfied to Matthew 
Stuart. the Eati of Lenox. The result 
of this last union was Lord Darnley, 
who married Mary, Queen of Scots. 
It is to Lord Darnley that the present 
Queen of England owes her Stuart 
bivod, of which she is said to be so 

roud. Ali know that the son of Lord 

aruley and Mary, Queen of Scots, was 
James VI of Scotland, who as a 
descendant of Henry VII, through the 
often-mentioned Prine-ss Margaret 


VILI)to the throne of England as James 
I. James I was married to Aune of 
Denmark (who wasin reality a German 
Princess of the house of O.denbery), 
and by her he had but two. children 
who came to adult years, the elder was 
Elisabeth, who married the German 
Elector Palatine, Frederick; the other 
was Charles I. So the children of 
James I were half Scotch and half 
German. The direct heirs to the En- 
giish throne, through Charles L. that 
retained the Protestant faith, became 
extinct in “good Queen Aune“ iu 1714. 
Then it was that Engiand found her 
monarch provided fur by the Act of

All of the Queen’s ancestors 
for seven generations nave been Ger- 
man in both sexes, counting back to 
1618, when Fredrick, the Elector Pala- 
tine, married Elisabeth, the half 
German daughter of James I. The 
late Prince Consort was u German of 
Germans,” and bis children, of course, 
as Far as blood is concerned? are Ger- 
mans. The present Prince of Wales 
married a Princess of Denmark 
whois the daughter of Germans, for 
the present King of Denmark is of 
the house of Sonderburg-Giuckburg, 
while his Queen isa princes: of Hesse- 
Cassel. Where can you find chiidren 
of purer German blood than those oi 
the Prince of Wales?

Furthermore, Germany (and I count 
the reigning bouse of Austria virtually 
Germans, ) has for years furnished every 
throne in Europe and America; the ex- 
Emperor of Brazil had us his mother 
an arch-duchess of Austria, while 
Mexico’s dead ex-Emperor Maximilian
